Free examinations 
for senior citizens 


The Wayne County Health Department 
is conducting free physical examinations 
for Senior Citizens in Belleville, Van Buren 
and Sumpter through July 28 at Belleville 
I High School. 

All residents, 60 years or older, of 
Western Wayne County, are eligible for the 
free health tests to identify possible 
medical problems. 

Among the tests will be blood pressure, 
urine, vision, hearing, pap smears, 
tuberculin, glaucoma, height-weight and 
hematocrit for anemia. Also, TB, breast 
self-exam, temperature, pulse and 
respiration, and blood sugar will be tested

Two years or four years? 

Length of term in office 
is up to voters Sept. 12

Should elected city officials have two or 
four years to show what they can do? 

Romulus voters will get a chance to voice 
their opinion on the subject at the September 
12 primary election as a result of City Council 
action last week 

Council gave its unanimous approval to a 
citizen petition by John Johnson to put on the 
ballot the opportunity to increase the present 
two-year terms to four years for elected of- 
ficials. Most incumbents are doubling the 
present two year term. 

But Councilman Jimmie Raspberry who 
has served as an elected offieial in Romulus 
for 20 years, isstrongly opposed 1 m again 

it,” he said candidly 

“I feel elected officials should come up for 
election or reelection every two years for 
public's consideration.” He pointed 
he felt, if an elected official performed his 
office as he should, he would be reelected 
He also agreed that some of the points 
concerning staggered four-year terms has 
merit. But he added, “if I helped elect a poor 
official. I would feel bad and have to live with 
that decision four years After seeing whats 
happened lately in Romulus 1 m surprised 
that people would suggest a four-year term 
“How ever, a change in the caliber of people 
running for local office would lend itself to 
four-year staggered terms But right now, I 
think two years is enaigi,” Raspberry said^ 
Under the plan, the mayor, treasurer and 
four council candidates receiving the most 
votes would begin four-year terms. The city- 
clerk and remaining three elected council 


members each would serve two-year terms 
After that, each position would be filled every 

^Johnson said he had several hundred 
signatures on the petition to put the referen- 
dum on the ballot He held a i meeting a 1 city 
hall about two months ago to drum up support 
for increasing the terms to four years and 
only three people showed up His group has 
been gathering signatures the past few weeks 
and approached council last week, receiving 
its unanimous approval to put it on the ballot 
"1 really think it will help a lot to have four- 
year staggered terms,” Johnson said alter 
council’s approval “I think it will give 
elected officials more time to concentrate on 
running the city and not have to spend so 
much time running for office . 

Johnson added, ‘However, I believe there 
are good points on both sides of the question 
Councilman William Oakley, a candidate 
for mayor, highly favors the four-year term 
“I think it’s to the bend it of the community to 
have elections every’ four years." Oakley- 
said. 

The veteran, seven-year councilman 
especially Uked the idea of "staggered' 
terms for elected officials “That way. you 
wouldn't have the possibility of a whole new 
group of people running the city he said 
“For instance, the mayor and clerk would be 
in different election years, so there woukl 
always be one who was familiar with city 
business in the event one was not reelected 
Oakley said he also fdt that department 
heads would have four years to prove 
themselves, rather than the present two 

'^Councilman Bob Martin felt two years was 
not enough time “As a new councilman, I 


found that two years was too short a time for 
newly-elected oficials to learn facts and 
procedures and make sound judgments, he 

Sd [le said the four -year term would give of- 
ficials a firmer record for voters to review 
and would knock out the big party politics he 
said was destroying Romulus. 

Treasurer John Lewkowicz said he was 
agairet the increase because he felt elections 
would still have to be held very two years 
anyway You’d still have fie expense of 
elections every two years, so it wouldn t 
accomplish anything in that sense, he was 
quoted as saying 

He added that to keep the officials doing 
their job and keep the citizens in control, the 
terms should be left at two years 
City Clerk Leonard Folmar, a seven-year 
veteran in that post, felt it would stop a lot of 
political bikering if elected officials had four- 
year terms and also if they were staggered 
terms. 

“I think it w ould go a long way in improving 
relations." he sad "1 think it would 
eliminate some of the politics involved and 
make the officials mere issue-oriented. 

Mayor James Stewart, who is running for 
reelection, favors the four-year proposal 
“Two years isn’t long enough to start many 
projects and complete them,” he said 
••Anything requiring federal funding takes a 
year to get the funding Then your opponent 
might not continue them, and all your time, 
money and effort is thrown out the window 

Elected officials, as well as other can- 
didates for office, have strong feelings on 
whether their terms should be fer two or four 
years, but the voters will make the final 
decision in the election booth Sept 12 


Board 
refuses 
half-day 
classes 

The Romulus School Board refused to 
put students on half-day sessions at their 
board meeting Monday night planned 
especially to consider budget cuts. 

Faced with a $660,000 deficit, the board 
was given recommendations by Supt. 
James Garfield that would have included 
half-day sessions for grades 1-6. His 
proposal would have slashed $901,000 from 
the budget 

However, the board deadlocked on a 3-3 
vote to put the children on half-days, with 
Ron Christensen absent. Shirley Lom- 
bardi, Gloria Chandler and Gerald Budd 
voted for the motion, while Gordon Silvey, 
Wayne Avery and Jack Bath said no. 

Half days would have saved $500,000. 
The board finally voted, 4-2, to cut an- 
cillary services “as much as possible . 
Ancillary' services include transportation, 
food services, custodial services, main- 
tenance and secretarial staff 
Garfield estimated these cuts would 
save $150,000 minimal and $450,000 
maximum More cuts will have to be 
made He said he would have the revised 
budget ready for the next board meeting 
Aug 8 < A full story on the board meeting 
will be in the next issue of the Roman).

completely off the track. 

“We were right close to a 3-year settlement 
when thus dental care proposal was dropped 
on the school board negotiators at the last 
second and it hadn’t even been discussed, 
said an informed source “That drove a 
wedge between the two negotiating teams and 
now they are very far from settlement

pressure, for instance, is the main 
risk factor leading to heart attack 
and stroke, and affects one in every 
six adults in this country, many of 
whom are not even aware they have 
it, yet is detected by a quick, simple 
test and is usually controllable with 
medication and diet Cigarette 
smoking drasticafly increases a 
person’s chances of heart attack and 
stroke. A man who smokes more 
than a pack a day has nearly twice 
the risk of heart attack and nearly 
five times the risk of stroke as a non- 


smoker. Should that man stop 
smoking, however, his chances of 
having either a heart attack or a 
stroke drop nearly to that of a person 
who has never smoked. 

Some studies have also shown that 
those who lead sedentary lives run a 
higher risk of heart attack than 
those who get regular exercise. 
Before beginning any exercise 
program, however, a person should 
be tested by his physician who can 
then prescribe a program to suit 
him

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Helps rescue six from wrecked car 


Romulus Marine is honored for bravery

A 20-year-old Romulus Marine, 
whose father has 26 years of marine 
service, has recently been honored 
for his bravery 

Lance Corp John D. Braithwaite, 
son of Mr. and Mrs. John W. Braith- 
waite, 15649 Harrison, helped pull 
six victims from an overturned car 
at high risk to himelf and his buddy. 

The 1975 Romulus High School 
graduate is stationed at Ft. Meade, 
Md. and is attached to the National 
Security Agency, a top-rated outfit 
which only the most qualified 
Marines are permitted to ioin. 

John and his buddy, Gordon B 
Kearsey of Oklahoma, were stan- 
ding by the entrance to a high 
security building when they saw an 
automobile overturn, trapping the 
six passengers inside. The pair of 
marines grabbed a fire extinguisher 
and had the fire under control beore 
the fire department arrived.

The 
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County board considers 
outcounty jail, court 


Once again the Wayne County 
Board of Commissioners is con- 
sidering the building of a Western 
Wayne County jail, but this time the 
proposal is coupled with con- 
struction of court facilities and other 
county services that previously were 
offered only in downtown Detroit. 

The Board of Commissioners, 
while approving the study of three 
sites in Detroit for its new jail, also 
approved an amendment to consider 
building a Wayne County complex in 
Western Wayne County. The three 
sites being considered are in 
Westland, Romulus, and Inkster. 

The suggestion was made by 
Commissioner Richard E. Manning 
(D-Redford- Livonia). His proposal 


authorizes the County Board of 
Auditors to request rezoning of 
county-owned land in the three 
suburban locations for the purpose 
of constructing a 250-bed jail, six 
circuit courtrooms and facilities for 
County Clerk, Treasurer, Register 
of Deeds and Friend of the Court 
Services. 

According to a county spokesman, 
the vote on the amendment passed 
14-8. 

Commissioners representing the 
three affected cities — Tom Presnell 
(Westland), John Barr (Westland, 
Inkster), Royce Smith (part of 
Westland) and Edgar L. Harris 
(Romulus) — all voted yes, the 
county spokesman verified. 


There has been talk for some time 
about out-county jail and court 
facilities. Although area officials 
were concerned when a temporary 
jail was installed in a vacant 
building at Wayne County General 
Hospital, the feeling has always 
been more positive for jail facilities 
that wor M include courts and county 
service 

Howe ~_r, the decision to scout out- 
county property in those three cities 
is already up for reconsideration at 
the next meeting, probably in 
August. 

Detroit Commissioner Arthur M. 
Carter filed a motion to reconsider 
the decision, a move that would 
require a two-thirds majority vote,

said the county spokesman. 

His argument is that Detroiters 
supported the jail millage last year 
with the understanding that a 
downtown jail would be built first. 

However, Manning is arguing that 
half the county population is outside 
Detroit, and ‘‘is entitled to just as 
much convenience.” 

“It only makes sense to want to do 
for Western Wayne County residents 
what we try to do for Detroit 
citizens.” 

Manning noted that plans are 
underway to possibly expand and 
consolidate downtown court 
facilities for more efficiency and 
convenience. “Then it ought to be 
made equally as convenient for 
people living outside Detroit,” he 
said. 

Explaining the intent of his 
amendment later, Manning said the 
idea is to provide new jail facilities 
in both Detroit and Western Wayne 
County, but not necessarily 800 beds 
in either place. 

“The plan to put 800 beds down- 
town would have meant eliminating 
the old jail completely. Now we are 
going to look at a lesser number 
while continuing to ise the old jail 
with its 720-bed capacity, while 
putting 250 beds out-county,” he 
said 

Manning said that the cost of his 
plan would not exceed the $35 million 
revenue from the jail millage ap- 
proved by the voters. 

Carter countered that the cQunty, 
facing a potential $12 million deficit, 
cannot afford to build and staff both 
locations. He also questioned the 
legality of having^a county facility 
outside of the county seat, which is 
Detroit 

The three sites under con- 
sideration in Detroit are all adjacent 
to the downtown criminal justice 
center that includes the present jail, 
Recorder’s Court and Detroit Police 
headquarters

The out -county properties include 
230 acres south of the County 
General Hospital in Westland, and 
383acres in Romulus that lie south of 
Van Born, North of Beverly and 
west of Mernman 

The third parcel in Inkster is 45 
acres south of Michigan Ave and 
east of Henry Ruff Rd., which four 
years ago was in negotiations for an 
industrial park for the city 


Board plans to fight disease 


To protect against a possible 
epidemic and a disease that killed 
four people in Michigan in 1975. the 
development of a contingency plan 
involving local communities and 
neighboring counties has been 
authorized by the Wayne County 
Board of Health 

County Commissioners Royce E 
Smith, from Belleville, and Edgar L 
Harris, whose district includes 
Romulus, said that the plan was 
conceived as a precaution against 
another outbreak of the disease 
called St Louis Encephalitis (SLE> 
Both Smith and Harris are members 
of the 5-person Health Board 

In addition in 1975, they said, there 
were 90 other cases of human in 
fection in the State, 36 of them in 
Wayne County. 


They explained that SLE is caused 
by a virus that is transmitted by 
mosquitoes among wild birds, and 
sometimes from the birds to 
humans 

Smith said that human infections 
occur in urban- suburban localities 
usually because of house sparrows 
and pigeons that are often in close 
proximity with humans 
Besides its threat of death, SLE in 
humans can severely disable the 
central nervous system, Harris 
pointed out 

The contingency idea was decided 
on the basis of reports from a bird 
surveillance program throughout 
the county last year in which many 
birds were trapped and their blood 
samples analyzed 
A contingency measure is needed, 
said Smith, partly because there is 


no well organized or adequately 
funded mosquito control program in 
southeastern Michigan 
Also, he added, it is too late to kill 
mosquitoes or attempt to marshall 
enough people and money once an 
epidemic actually begins 
“It is important for community- 
officials to begin now to develop 
contingency programs if they hope 
to be effective in preventing or 
minimizing future SLE cases.’ 
Harris said. 

Both commissioners stressed, 
however, that the contingency plan 
is precautionary' only, “intended as 
sort of an early warning system.’ 
and that there is no cause for alarm 
at present 

“Neither do we plan to go out and 
immediately start spraying 
mosquitoes.” Smith advised “In 


fact, we hope that our contingency 
plan, which includes more bird 
monitoring, will indicate that we 
won’t have to spray at all 

“What we are saying is that if we 
do find evidence that we should 
spray, the communities ought to be 
prepared for it when the time 
comes ” 

“We need joint community- 
planning and the cooperation of 
neighboring counties because any 
outbreak would more than likely not 
be confined to just Wayne County.” 
Hams added 

Smith and Harris said that ap- 
propriate officials in the units of 
government they hope to involve 
have already been notified, and the 
first meeting is scheduled for today 
with officers in the Environmental 
Division of the County Health Dept

want no pay

Believe it or not, there still are 
elected officials who do not want to 
be paid. 

The Romulus Board of Education 
proved that when they said they 

would not take advantage of 

legislation recently approved by 
Gov. William Milliken The governor 
signed a bill on June 30 that would 
allow school board members to vote 
themselves up to $30 per meeting for 
a maximum of 52 meetings per year 

The new school law does not 

mandate the compensation, but 
merely gives a school board per- 
mission to vote themselves the 

stipend 

“We weren’t even aware of any 
such law,” saida surprised Romulus 
School Board member when in 
formed that Wayne-Westland school 
board members had voted them- 
selves a $30 per meeting stipend last 
week 

“Everyone on the Romulus School 
Board that I’ve talked to does not 
want to be paid any money lor ser- 
ving,” added the board member. “It 
gives you a feeling I can’t describe 
when you know you don't receive 
any pay for trying to better your 
schools as a member of the school 
board.” 

Although nothing was discussed 
about the governor's legislation, 
other business wascondicted by the 
Romulus School Board 

The board conducted its annual 
organizational meeting and election 
of board officers With President 
Carl Morris retiring after some 28 
years on the body, a new president 
was chosen 

The new leader of the board is 
Gerald Budd, who has served other 
terms as president and is now 
starting his 12th year on the board 
Jack Bath, starting his sixth year, 
was named vice-president, Gloria 
Chandler is secretary and Ron 
Christensen is treasurer 

Mrs Chandler found the 
organizational meeting one of 
“near misses' She was nominated 
for president and lost on a 4-3 vote 
She was then nominated for vice- 
president and lost by- an identical 4-3 


count Then she was nominated for 
the secretary’s job and won. 

“We have some male chauvinists 
on the board,” she said candidly. “I 
would have liked to be president or 
vice-president,” she admitted, “but 
the same people voted in the same 
way both 4-3 decisions She vowed 
she would be president of the school 
board before she finishes serving as 
a member of that group 

In other action the school board: 

Tabled the fixing of Hale Creek 
school sidewalk when it received 
only one bid out of eight letters sent 
out. Thomas M Janack, assistant 
superintendent for maintenance 
and operation, recently fell off a 
ladder at one of the schools and 
suffered a pinched nerve, it was 
reported.

In two bidding situa tions awarded , 
Detroit Pure Milk Co won the 
contract to supply milk, and Canejo 
Trucking, Inc , low bidder, was 
given the rubbish removal contract 

The board accepted the $46,500 bid 
of Mr and Mrs Alfred Davis of 
Romulus to purchase the new house 
recently built by the building trades 
class of Romulus High School 

Board members approved $250 for 
bus transportation to Eager Beaver 
Day Camp 

In personnel changes. Pearl 
Bower, who has been w ith Romulus 
Schools for 27 years, has retired as 
cafeteria manager at the high 
school She was commended by the 
board for her long and faithful 
service 

Cheryl Buhr, a teacher at 
Mernman elementary school, was 
granted a one -year leave of absence 
for maternity reasons

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Housing starts up 
greatly in Michigan 


Housing construction in Southeast 
Michigan significantly increased 
las‘ year, according to the 1976 
version of “Residential Construction 
in Southeast Michigan’* released 
recently by the Southeast Michigan 
Council of Governments (SEM- 
COG). 

That booklet shows the number of 
residential building permits 
recorded during 1976 at 19,642, an 
increase of 24 3 percent over the 
totals recorded for 1975. 

“I think this is an indication of the 
general upswing in the economy,” 
said newly-appointed SEMCOG 
housing subcommittee chairperson 


Justine Bams, Westland city council 
president. 

“If the current economic trend 
continues,” she added, "I think we 
will continue to see an increase in 
residential construction activity.” 

From 1975 to 1976. all seven 
counties in Southeast Michigan 
experienced an increase in building 
permits recorded The greatest 
increase occur ed in Oakland County, 
followed by Macomb County. 

Construction of multiple family 
dwellings continues to remain at low 
levels, while single family con- 
struction activity is on the increase 
region wide. 


Sterling Heights led all com- 
munities in the number of total 
permits issued, foDowed by Troy, 
Canton Twp. and Southfield. South- 
field also registered the greatest 
number of multiple family dwelling 
permits. 

T^ie city of Detroit accounted for 
80 percent of the demolition permits 
recorded in the region, up 33.4 
percent from 1975.

On 
Saturdays and Sundays, service will 
be from 9 in the morning to 9 at 
night. 

When making reservations, 
callers should specify their 
preferred days of travel, the number 
of people making the trip, their 
preferred time and place of pick-up, 
and which Metropark they wish to 
visit. Reservations will be accepted 
subject to the availably of buses 
and bus drivers. 

In some instances, groups 
traveling to the same Metropark 
may be combined in order to fill as 
many bus seats as possible, thereby 
serving as many people as possible.

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Booze big factor 
in auto accidents 


Analysis by the Michigan State 
Police of this years. Julv 4 holiday 
weekend traffic accidents which 
claimed 24 lives showed drinking to 
be a factor in nine or 41 per cent of 
the 22 fatal mishaps, according to a 
report review by Col. Gerald L. 
Hough, department director 

The study was made by the 
department’s traffic division for the 
78-hour period from 6 p.m. Friday. 
July 1, to midnight Monday. July 4 
Toll for this holiday in Michigan last 
year was 19 Delayed deaths 
charged to the holiday period tins 
year are expected to raise the toll 
slightly. 

Fatal accident types and drinking 
factor involvement were as follows 
in the analysis: fourteen two- 
vehicle accidents, seven involved 


motorcycles and five had drinking 
involvement; seven one-vehicle 
accidents, usually run off the 
roadway type (Of these, three 
invo’ved motorcvcles, four had a 
drinking factor involvement ); one 
car-pedestrian accident, no drinking 
involvement 

There were two multiple-death 
accidents in the holiday period. 
These were double fatality mishaps, 
with one occurring in Oakland 
county, the other in Marquette 
county. Both were the two-vehicle 
head-on collision type 

Of the 22 fatal accidents, 10 or 45 
per cent of them involved motor- 
cycles 

Deaths by days during the period 
included two on July 1, 10 on July 2, 
five on July 3 and seven on July 4.

A new attitude 


is necessary for Romulus 


Recent events occuring In the 
City of Romulus, while probably 
directly related to the fact that this 
is an election year, cast serious 
doubt on the question of where 
some of the elected officials of 
Romulus feel their loyal itles lie. 

In the politically-charged at- 
mosphere surrounding city hall. 
Mayor James Stewart has con- 
sistently overreacted to situations 
created by others for the purpose of 
making political hay. 

Stewart, never a man to mince 
his words, has consistently found 
himself in the middle of one heated 
exchange after another, usually 
with City Treasurer John 
Lewkowlcz as the recipient of the 
mayor's lack of restraint. 

Lewkowicz, on the other hand, 
the announced candidate for city 
treasurer on the Terry Troutt slate, 
seems to excell in the art of making 
very strange decisions (such as 
locking a typewriter In a city safe 
in order to avoid having that 
machine transferred to another 
department).

It is once again time for the 
citizens of the community to take 
the lead. 

_L) appears that the local political 
leaders, both In and out of office, 
will spare no opportunity to make 
political "points" even at the 
possible expense of the citizens that 
they claim to represent. It Is time 
for the citizens of Romulus to 
make themselves heard. It is time 
for the citizens to demand 
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responsible actions from those who 
seek to lead the community. 

We feel a look at Romulus' recent 
history will provide some Insight 
Into the motives behind the actions 
of some of the "leaders” of the 
community. 

Early in the year. Mayor Stewart 
attempted, following an In- 
dependent audit of the city's 
financial condition, to raise the 
water rates to comply with the city 
charter. His proposal was greeted 
with, what we think, was a purely 
politically motivated attack by the 
Troutt faction on the city council.

Looting is 
breaking 


law

TTie recent 25-hour blackout of New York 
City and its suburban area is a sad 
testimonial to what can happen when city, 
state and federal governments neglect to 
take precautionary measures. 

The looting, which is estimated at 
several hundred million dollars, hit and 
the black and Spanish areas of the city the 
hardest. Despicable as these acts of 
looting were, they were even more mon- 
strous for these sections of New York City, 
for merchants there were not able to ab- 
sorb the huge financial losses as well as 
their more affluent counterparts in richer 
areas 

Many merchants and bieinessmen lost 
their life savings, and were so hard hit, 
that they will never be able to open their 
doors again 

For such a widespread plague of looting 
to take place in such short span of time 
reflects just how sick our big metropolitan 
centers have become in the last few years. 
This horrible nightmare could never have 
happened but for a lack of foresight by 
elected officials too weak in character to 
exert the authority vested in them to 
prevent such man-made catastrophies. 

Looting is breaking the law — stealing 
during times of emergency when law 
enforcement agencies are up to their neck 
performing a multitude of other needed 
tasks In the parlance of the pri 2 e fight 
ring, it’s “hitting below the belt ” 

Even a similar brownout in 1965 in which 
about 100 looters were arrested failed to 
convince those in authority in New York 
City that preventative steps had to be taken 
to make sure it did not happen again This 
time, nearly 4,000 looters were arrested, a 
mere fraction of the thousands more 
estimated to have taken part in the 
wholesale theft and forced breakins of 


more than 2,000 stores and businessness. 

Not only should every available police 
officer have been put on the street, but the 
Governor of New York state should have 
mobilized the national guard and stationed 
them in areas where they had good reason 
to suspect looting would be a foregone 
conclusion. 

In addition, following the 1965 brownout, 
responsible officials should have issued a 
standing proclamation that stated, that in 
times of emergency or national disaster, 
looters would be shot on sight. 

Harsh as these measures may seem, no 
supposedly civilized nation can hope to 
exist for long if such flagrant violations of 
the law are allowed to happen. 

Not be left out is Con Ed, the giant utility 
company with itshead in the sand. Without 
being an electrical genius, it doesn’t take 
much in the upper story to know- that it’s 
not too smart to put all of your eggs in one 
basket. How could one bolt of lighting do so 
much damage initially? Why didn’t Con 
Ed have a dozen or so substations which 
decentralized its electrical power? Then, 
when one substation was knocked out, the 
extra electrical burden placed on the 
remaining substations would be small and 
not place great strain on any one. 

Looking back, it is evident that the 
looting in New York City has set the civil 
rights movement and overall integration 
back a few years, something that mem- 
bers of the black and Spanish peoples can 
ill afford at this time The cooperation of 
their leaders is vital to working out steps to 
see that such a happy-go-lucky looting of 
their neighbor’s property does not happen 
again. 

As the wise Ben Franklin of yesteryear 
was fond of saying - “An ounce of 
prevention is worth a pound of cure.”

What about daydreaming 
and your mental health?

It’s my intention today to address this 
column to that somewhat nebulous entity 
called mental health. 

I’m making notes for this piece on the 
back of a postcard, as we — my wife Donna 
and myself — are snugly ensconced in the 
comfort of a Northwest Orient Airlines DC- 
10. We have just thundered off the runway at 
Detroit Metropolitan Airport, and are flying 
westerly for a long overdue vacation. 

If you enjoy flying, you can appreciate the 
almost overwhelming sense of arrogance 
which invades your soul as you actually defy 
the laws of gravity and overcome its in- 
fluence. And, that’s my feeling at this 
moment. 

I glance out at some interesting cumulus 
clouds to the south of our position, and am 
about to return to my purpose of putting 
together some intelligible notes when my 
eyes are attracted to the University of 
Michigan football stadium — the largest 
such structure in the world used only for 
intercollegiate football 

I daydream I think about the many hours 
I’ve spent in that arena, both as a com- 
petitor, and now in my later and possibly 
saner years, as a spectator And I’m con- 
vinced that the cby dreaming fits nicely into 
the subject of mental health. 

Daydreaming, it seems to me, is really a 
harmless exercise — there is a little Walter 
Mitty in all of us, and if the daydreaming 
doesn’t supersede realty, then what’s the 
harm? 

To be sure, in the fantasy of daydreams 
you were faster, stronger, quicker, and had 
excellent hands which never dropped a 
forward pass. But you smile to yourself and 
return to the world as it really is — 
demanding yet considerate, harsh yet kind, 
cold yet warm The real world is O K If you 
want to participate and give it your best 
shot, know that things will work out for you. 

I reach forward to the back of the seat in 
front of me and withdraw from the pouch on

It’s the usual collection:an employerhouse 
organ, an advertisement for a motel chain, a 
small placard written in both Japanese and 
English telling a passenger what to do in the 
unlikely event this airplane should take a 
notion to plunge into the sea. Strange, I 
think I’ve been a devotee of flying since 1951 
when I first flew in the US Air Force. Only 
on a few occasions have I honestly been 
frightened But every time I read one of 
those ‘how to survive’ notices I become a 
little unsettled 

My musing is interupted by the voice of 
the Captain over the airplane intercom. He 
informs us that in three minutes we ll be at 
the eastern shoreline of Lake Michigan. 
We’ll cross thi "• lake in only a few 
minuteshetellsu vLU then fly over the 
northern portion of Milwaukee, Wisconsin 

The sky is a magnificent blue, and there 
are no clouds to be seen as we start the 
crossing. I look to the north, and the lake 
goes on forever This artifact of the Ice Age 
must be seen from our vantage point — 
some seven miles high — in order for one 
truly to appreciate its splendor. 

I see a freighter making its way toward 
Michigan, and I’m reminded somehow of 
the crossings I used to make as a small child 
on the auto ferry between Michigan’s two 
peninsulas. The big Mac bridge has now 
obviated the ferry boat service, but It’s nice 
to have been a part of a special era 

Now we can see Milwaukee. It’s a busy 
metropalis with a population approaching 1- 
million citizens Vehicular traffic is 
abundant, and the famous breweries are 
busy producing their own kind of dream 
world 

Our course now changes and we are flying 
northest I try to make notes, but the 
panorama below makes concentration very 
difficult I am hypnotized by the variously 
colored patchwork of farmland which 


dominates the Wisconsin landscape, and I 
think, how- fortunate we are to have such an 
abundance of food available to satisfy both 
our hunger and our appetite! 

Now the Captain’s voice comes on again, 
just as the ’Fasten Your Seatbelt’ and ’No 
Smoking’ signs are activated 

He tells us that we are now over Prescott, 
Wisconsin and are making our approach to 
the Minneapolis-St. Paul International 
Airport That’s interesting. I mean, I cer- 
tainly can not pick out Prescott from the air, 
and I suspect if I blinked my eyes while 
driving through or past that city I’d miss it. 
Yet, every day Prescott is singled out for 
recognition by one the world’s major 
airlines It’s a nice gesture by Northwest 
Orient, and I salute you, Prescott, wherever 
you may be 

For the last 30 minutes or so, the air has 
been clear The industrial haze we are so 
used to seeing around factory areas is now 
only a memory Truly, this North country of 
Paul Bunyon is remarkable beyond 
description. 

We can see the genesis of the Mississippi 
River in the St. Paul environs. It’s only a 
trickle here, but as it inexerably wend its 
way south to the Gulf of Mexico, it flexes its 
muscles and becomes a major system of 
transportation, commerce, and recreation. 

Our giant silver bird touches down without 
event, and we deplane for a 60-minute wait 
until we catch the North Central Airlines 
commuter to my wife’s home town of 
Mankato, Minnesota. It’s only a 15-minute 
flight, and we don’t get over 5000 feet. But 
look at the lakes. There’s Madison, and 
Eagle, and Turtle, and many more we can’t 
identify, and their splendor and sparkle 
through the unpoluted air is breathtaking

The office of services to the aging 


The Office of Services to the Aging (OSA) 
is a permanent State Agency within the 
Department of Management and Budget, 
created by Public Act 146 of 1975, signed into 
law on July 9 of that year. 

OSA does not provide direct services to 
senior citizens, but administers major grant 
programs funded by the Older American 
Act. Additionally, the Office monitors and 
evaluates State policies and programs af- 
fecting the elderly, and administers other 
programs as mandated by State and 
Federal law. 

A 15-member Commission was also 
created by Public Act 146. Members are 
appointed by the Governor, with the consent 
of the Senate, to one or two-year terms. Ron 
Kivi, Directorof the Office of Services to the 
Aging, is the 15th member and vice- 
chairperson of the Commission. 

Working in conjunction with the Office of 
Services to the Aging, the Commission 
reviews and approves Older Americans Act 
grant programs, advises the Governor and 
Legislature on the problems facing the 
elderly and acts as the advocate of the 
elderly at the State level. 

OSA ADMINISTERED PROGRAMS: 

Community Nutrition Services Program 


This program, fiinded under Title VII, 
places primary emphasis upon the provision 
of services to seniors in a congregate set- 
ting. Directed at senior citizens who, for 
whatever reasons, find their homes or 
apartments to be the only place they 
frequent, it encourages their participation 
in a program that provides a hot, nutritious 
meal at a site where the opportunity to meet 
new people abounds. 

For a portion of those unable to par- 
ticipate due to mobility problems, it makes 
available a home- delivered meal to assist 
seniors in remaining in their homes to the 
extent possible. There is no charge for the 
meal or the services, however, donations 
are accepted and used to purchase other 
meals and services. 

Anyone age 60 years old and older and 
their spouses, regardless of age, may 
participate in the nutrition program. There 
are no eligibility requirements but, low- 
income and minority senior citizens are the 
target populations for the services. Most 
meal sites are open five days a week. 

Eight services are provided as a regular 
part of the Nutrition Program. They are: 
transportation, escort, information and 
referral, outreach, health and welfare 


counseling, recreation, shopping assistance 
and nutrition education. 

Currently, about 20,000 senior citizens 
participate in the Nutrition Program on a 
daily basis. 

Senior Community Services 

The Senior Community Services Program 
provides funds for services designed to 
enable senior citizens to remain in their own 
homes and avoid institutionalization 
Funded by Title DI of the Older Americans 
Act, the Community Services Program is 
administered through 13 Area Agencies on 
Aging which serve the State 

Area Agencies are planning and coor- 
dinating bodies for services to the elderly in 
their particular areas. They do not usually 
provide direct services to senior citizens, 
but subcontract with local service agencies 
and organizations to provide needed ser- 
vices. 

Other Programs 

Facilities Development — Title V 
provides funds for the acquisition, 
renovation and alteration of facilities used 
as multi-purpose senior centers. 

State Ombudsman Project — Section 308 
of the Older A mericans Act — OSA provides 
financial support to a State Ombudsman 


Project. The Ombucfcman Project works 
with local organizations to decrease the 
isolation of nursing home residents and 
provides information to the elderly and 
general public about nursing homes. 

Foster Grandparent Program — The 
passage of Public Act No. 269 of 1976 gave 
OSA the responsibility for the ad- 
ministration of State funds for the 
development of Foster Grandparent ser- 
vices in the State. Foster Grandparents 
work with children and young adults in 
community and institutional care. 

Legal Services— OSA provides technical 
assistance to existing legal services 
programs for senior citizens and helps to 
initiate legal services programs wherever 
they are needed. 

Advisory Council 

Thirty-six people are appointed to the 
State Advisory Council for one and two-year 
terms. Members represent consumers and 
various agencies and organizations 
providing services to senior citizens 
throughout the State. The Council advises 
the Commission and OSA on areas of 
concern for the elderly in their respective 
areas, along with issues affecting all the 
elderly in the State.

plementation of a one trial jury selection by 
the Supreme Court, while others would 
remove long standing exemptions for. 
persons in certain professions that have 
been exempt from jury duty. 

Basically, supporters of these bills want 
every court in Michigan to operate on a one- 
trial system patterned after the system now 
being used by the Wayne County Circuit 
Court. In other words, persons called for 
jury duty would only have to serve for one 
trial. 

TTie other bills would make doctors, 
lawyers, policemen, firemen, pharmacists 
and others eligible for jury duty. Presently 
persons in these occupations and other 
occupations are exempt from jury duty. 

Persons who are 70 years old or older 
would be excused from jury duty on request 


and others called for duty could request to 
be exempted if they could show that serving 
jury duty would create a hardship. 

Hie main argument over the bills centers 
around whether or not the state should force 
all courts in the state to implement the same 
system or whether or not each court should 
be free tocomeupwithitsown system. 

Those agairet the bills in their original 
form argue that what may be a good system 
for the Wayne County Courts may not 
necessarily be a goal system for the one 
judge rural courts. 

As the other bills stand right now, the 
automatic exemptions that are presently in 
existence would be eliminated after three 
years, by which time the circuit courts 
would be required to implement systems to 
reduce the amount of time each person 
called for jury duty would have to serve.

Gay rights , inalienable

It seems a shame to me that while this 
country is demanding human rights for all 
peopleall around the world, it is considering 
denying those rights to some people in this 
country, 

I am referring, of course, to the issue of 
gay rights, so spectacularly brought to the 
front pages of newspapers nationwide by the 
Dade County, Fla., referendum. Voters 
turned thumbs down to an ordinance 
prohibiting discrimination against 
homosexuals in housing and employment. 
The fight against gay rights was led by 
singer Anita Bryant and her group called 
Save Our Children. 

First of all, I cannot understand why gay 
rights is an issue at all. It seems incredible 
that sexual preference, a very private 
subject, should be part of any criteria in 
employment, housing or any other area of 
life. 

Whether homosexuality is normal or not 
normal, natural or unnatural, is really not 
the issue. 

Hie issue is whether or not this country’s 
highly touted inalienable rights can be 
denied to a segment of the population 
because they don’t pass certain moral tests 
and do not conform with the social code. 


The majority certainly does not have to 
conform to, or believe in, certain lifestyle in 
order to be tolerant of it. 

As one minister, a member of the National 
Council of Churches, said: “When you grant 
human rights to a person you have not 
necessarily granted approval of his 
lifestyle." 

The criteria for basic human rights is the 
right to live your life as you believe it is 
morally proper, as long as you do not in- 
fringe on others’ rights. 

Support of gay rights legislation does not 
mean either approval or disapproval of 
homosexuality. It is the philosophy of 
allowing persons who live by a different 
social code to “live and let live." 

Those campaigning against gay rights are 
worried that gays would flaunt their 
lifestyle, and try to convert children to 
homosexuality. 

But the gays answer that they are not 
trying to convert the straight w r orld to their 
way of thinking. Since most people do keep 
their sexual lives private, it is very possible 
that many of us know and work with gay 
people and never know it. 

Certainly a homosexual teacher should 
not preach his or her lifestyle to young 
students, but then again, a heterosexual 
teacher should not lead a classroom 
discussion of his or her sex life either. 

I agree with just about everybody in 


saying that child molestations, rape and 
other crimes against a person’s bodily in- 
tegrity are wrong. They are wrong whether 
the perpetrator is heterosexual or 
homosexual. No gay rights activists are 
advocating such brutality. 

But allowing homosexuals to live and let 
live is hardly going to affect the instance of 
sexual crimes 

Blaming all homosexuals for homosexual 
rape is like blaming all men for 
heterosexual rapes against women. 

We’re not talking about criminal action of 
one person against another, we’re talking 
about what consenting adults do in private. 

I will not say too much about Anita 
Bryant. It is unfortunate that the whole 
issue seems to be revolving around the 
personality of one woman I do not agree 
with her, but it is ridiculous to be swept up in 
the name calling back and forth and risk 
letting personalities become more im- 
portant than the actual issue 

I have long been uncomfortable with the 
pronouncements of the morally upright, who 
would tell all folks about the right way to 
live 

If judging of our actions is to be done, it 
won’t be done in this world, or by mere men 
and women 

I’ve got my hands full trying to run my 
own life without attempting to figure out 
what everybody else is supposed to do

Antenna height helps 


Sixty feet is the maximum high 
you will reach with CB radio. Ob- 
viously we are talking about an- 
tennas The choices are numerous. 
Let’s take a look a them. 

MOBILE ANTENNAS 
SINGLE vs. DUAL ANTENNAS 
The most popular version is the 
single antenna, although twin an- 
tennas make the system more ef- 
ficient. When using dual antennas 
remember thy must be mounted no 
less than one hundred inches apart if 
they are to function properly. You 
will find that most cars are not wide 
enough to accommodate them. If 
you are going to use dual antennas 
be sure to mount thm side to side, 
not front to back. Recreational 
vehicles and trucks can generally 
use a dual system because of the 
width of the vehicle. With a dual set- 
up, properly mounted, the range is 
broadened a great deall Any of the 
following antennas mentioned can 
be used either singly or as dual 
system, but don’t mix two different 
types of antennas. 

GUTTER MOUNT ANTENNA 
This antenna generally has a short 
range and is effective over short 
distances only. If you wish to 
remove your antenna frequently this 
antenna is recommended, but the 
flip flop mount or magnetic mount 
antennas are even more convenient. 
Twin center loaded gutter mount 
antennas can be just about as ef- 
fective as a base loaded antenna. 

WHIP ANTENNA 
The most popular version of this 
an term a is the nine foot whip. It 
comes made of metal or fiberglass, 
it has the greatest range of all 
mobile antennas due to it's height.

When mounted on a car it’s actual 
height is ten to thirteen feet off the 
ground. One disadvantage you 
might discover is that the whip 
antenna can be broken more easily 
than other types of mobile antennas. 
Since this antenna is so tall it tends 
to knock into things. 

BASE LOADED ANTENNA 
The base loaded antenna is the 
most popular mobile antenna in use 
today. Generally this antenna is 
about forty inches in height and it 
just about equals the nine foot whip 
it has a tightly wound coil of wire in 
the base mount. It is a very highly 
recommended antenna that can be 
placed anywhere except on the 
bumper. 

CENTER LOADED ANTENNA 
These antennas are similar to the 
base loaded but not nearly as ef- 


Hot weather 
affects food 



The preparation and tran- 
sportation of food in hot weather 
requires special attention, and 
Detroit Health Department 
Director, Dr. William Clexton, of- 
fers suggestions, in the best interest 
of summer fun and good health. 

Always either keep food hot or 
cold, nothing in between. Throw it 
away if in doubt. Food left outside 
for a length of time before being 
eaten is subject to poisoning. Deadly 
organisms multiply with amazing 
speed on unprotected foods with no 
effect on taste, smell, or ap- 
pearance. 

• Most food requires refrigeration 
between 40 to 50 degrees or colder. 
Food poisoning can be serious, 
sometimes leading to death. The 
symptoms of the most common type 
of food poisoning (staph) appear 
within two to four hours after eating, 
in the form of cramps, nausea, and 
vomiting. 

Diarrhea, vomiting, chills and 
fever indicate Salmonella-type food 
poisoning and symptoms appear 12 
to 24 hours after eating. 


Some guidelines to follow in 
preparation of food include using 
care and cleanliness, remembering 
to wash hands and use absolutely 
clean utensils and dishes, and 
leaving foods that are “poor 
travelers’, at home. Cream-filled 
pastries and cakes, seafood, 
creamed mixtures and mixed salads 
are “poor travelers." 

Salad ingredients and sandwich 
spreads should be carried in 
separate containers to the picnic 
site, then mixed together just before 
serving. 

Safe foods should be taken on a 
picnic such as fresh fruits, cheese, 
peanut butter, jam or jelly sand- 
wiches and canned foods. 

If food is prepared the night 
before, make sure there is enough 
room in the refrigerator to store it. 
Food shouldn’t be left at room 
temperature. 

Perishable foods should not be 
placed while the family drives miles 
to a picnic site, and the picnic lunch 
should be eaten as soon after arrival 
at the picnic site as possible.

It is located in the center of the 
antenna wire. The SWR adjustment 
is located on the coil. If this an»enna 
is bumped or knocked around a little 
it tends to loosen and throw off the 
SWR which makes more frequent 
tunings necessary. 

BASE ANTENNAS 

There are so many different types 
of Drands of base antennas on the 
market today it wouldn’t be feasible 
to try to discuss each one in- 
dividually No matter which one 
discussed it will fall into one of these 
twoclasss: OMNIDIRECTIONAL or 
BEAM antenna. 

OMNIDIRECTIONAL ANTENNA 

Like the mobile antenna, these 
antennas pick up incoming signals 
from all directions. Most base in- 
stallations will have an om- 
nidirectional antenna because of the 
greater versatility they offer. FCC 
(Federal Communcations Com- 
mission) says that you cannot ex- 
ceed sixty feet above ground level 
when using an omni- 
directional antenna. This 
type of antenna may be placed on a 
tower, pole or mast. The range of a 
base antenna is two or three times 
greater than that of a mobile an- 
tenna. omnidirectional antennas will 
usually look like a gigantic whip or 
have a center stem with the radials, 
or prongs, hanging off the center 
part. One recommendation I can 
make is the SUPER SCANNER 
antenna This particular antenna 
can be classified as being either 
omnidirectional or beam. When a 
weak signal is heard the power can 
be directed to any one radial, 
therefore sending your signal in one 


direction much like a beam type 
antenna without having to wait for it 
to rotate. 

BEAM ANTENNA 

These antennas are great but a lot 
more complicated. The signals to 
send and receive are sent out in one 
direction. These antennas must be 
mechanically rotated. There is 
much more work involved in in- 
stalling beams. FCC says that these 
type antennas may not be put more 
than twenty feet above a man-made 
structure. You may find that beams 
have poor pick-up in all but one 
direction. Usually a stand-by an- 
tenna, such as a ground plane, is 
used to accompany beams. 

In general, it’s your choice 
whether you want to use a ground 
plane (omnidirectional) or the beam 
(directional) type of antenna. Take 
into consideration how you will be 
using your CB before you invest your 
money'. If your installing a base and 
not sure about which type of antenna 
to use a lot of advice will be thrown 
your way but keep one thing in mind, 
what works great for your friend 
may not necessarily meet your 
needs.

Marriage workshop slated 



A workshop focusing on “Current 
Methods in Marriage Counseling” 
will be offered this summer by 
Wayne State University’s School of 
Social Work through the College of 
Lifelong Learning. Workshop will be 
held on Wednesdays from 9 a m. to 
12:30 p.m. from Aug. 3 to Sept. 7 in 
the Cohn Building on the main 
campus.

Michigan workers who stand to 
lose their jobs as a result of the ban 
on non-returnable cans and bottles 
will be eligible for special benefits 
from the state, if a bill introduced 
recently in the Legislature is signed 
into law 

State Senate Labor Committee 
Chairman David A. Plawecki, (D- 
Dearbom Heights), sponsor of the 
Senate bill, said that the measure 
“is designed to protect displaced 
workers and their families from the 
economic hardship which may 
result through no fault of their own.” 

“Becauseof our decision to outlaw 
non-returnables in Michigan, many 
of these workers may be out of a job, 
and I believe that the state has a 
responsibility to help them,” ex- 
plained Plawecki. 

Under terfns of the bill, workers 
whose jobs involved the production 
or distribution of glass bottles, cans 
or beverages could collect up to 
three-fourths of their average 
weekly wage for a period of one 
year, if their jobs are terminated. 

Candidates for the financial relief 
must be eligible for unemployment 
compensation, which includes the 
requirement for seeking a new job. 
The special benefits would also be 
reduced by the amount of unem- 
ployment compensation they 


receive, said Plawecki. Applications 
for the aid would be made through 
the Michigan Employment Security 
Commission. 

“In addition to the financial 
assistance,” noted Plawecki, “my 
bill will make job counseling, 
placement and vocational training 


available to the unemployed 
workers 

“In this way,” said the labor 
committee chairman, “we hope. to 
aid many able and willing workers 
in their efforts to find a purposeful 
and productive job.”

candidates receiving highest number of votes shall be elected to a four (4) 
year term; the City Clerk, and three (3) council candidates receiving the 
highest number of votes, shall be elected for a two (2) year term. In suc- 
ceeding elections at which the Clerk and Councilpersons are elected the City 
Clerk and the Councilpersons shall be elected for four (4) year terms; and 
the number of Councilpersons to be elected at each succeeding election shall 
be alternated accordingly. 


At such times as a Regular Federal Decennial Census ordered by the 
Council shows that the population of the City exceeds 60,000 the number of 
Councilmen for the City shall automatically be increased to nine (9) and the 
added councilmen shall be elected at the next regular City election 
following said census providing however, that which the City Clerk is 
elected and the said additional Councilpersons shall be compensated in the 
same manner as the other Councilpersons, and as provided for in Section 6.2 
hereof. 

The adoption of this section shall superseed any conflicting section of this 
Charter Establishing Terms of office for Election Officials. 

RESOLVED FURTHER: That the proposed amendments shall be sub- 
mitted to theelectors in the following form, to wit: 

PROPOSITION A 

Shall Article 4, Section 4.1, and Article 6.1 of the Charter of the City of 
Romulus be amended to increase the terms of office of all elected officials 
from two to four years, and provide for the staggering of the terms of office? 
RESOLVED FURTHER: That the City Clerk shall forthwith transmit a 
copy of the proposed amendments to the Governor of the State of Michigan 
for his approval and transmit a copy of the foregoing statements of question 
of such proposed amendments to the Attorney General of the State of 
Michigan for his approval as provided by law. 

RESOLVED FURTHER: That the proposed Charter amendments shall be 
and the same are ordered to be submitted to the qualified electors of the City

Eligible veteran, eligible widow or eligible serviceman - veteran with 
service connected disability or widow of veteran or widow of wars before 
World War 1 pensioned veteran or his widow Widow of nondisabled or 
nonpensioned veteran, widow of serviceman deceased in service Active 
serviceman or his widow 

Blind — Must meet the definition under the federal tax code 

Income limitations - Sec 531, in a city which collects a summer tax a 
person who is a paraplegic, quadriplegic, senior citizen, eligible ser- 
viceman, eligible veteran, eligible widow, or blind and who for the pnor 
taxable year had a total household income of $10,000,00 or less, may between 
June 1, and September 30, defer the summer taxes until the following 
February 15, by filing with the treasurer of the city an intent to defer the 
Homestead Property Taxes, which are due and payable in July of that year 
without penalty or interest

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Predict much smaller lots for future housing 


Young American home buyers 
some day soon may have to learn to 
live with dwellings on 30 to 40-foot 
lots, as their grandparents did many 
years ago. 

Robert Arquilla, president of the 
National Association of Home 
Builders, suggested this recently at 
a special dinner reception sponsored 
by the Builders Association of 
Southeastern Michigan at the North- 
field Hilton Hotel, Troy 

For reasons of initial cost and 
economy of energy, “we might well 
have to go back to the 30 to 40-foot 
lot” to be able to provide housing for 
our children and their children, 
Arquilla said in response to a 
question from Manny Dembs, 
president of BASM and of the 
Michigan Association of Home 
Builders. 

“A study by the National Bureau 
of Standards shows that the most 
economical housing is of the multi- 
family type.” he said. “Sincel think 
most of us would hate to see the 
coming of an all-multipie-dwelling 
country, we and our community 
fathers should be thinking of much 
smaller and more efficient 
homes ites as an alternative.” 

Arquilla told builders from all 
parts of Michigan and invited guests 
from real estate and mortgage 
lending that the industry is having a 


“good, solid year” with a probable 
1.85 to 1.9 million housing starts. 

“However, I would like to warn 
you that we expect conditions to 
deteriorate somewhat in 1978, so 
don’t go out on any limbs Interest 
rates have started to rise, as most of 
you know, and we expect them to go 
higher next year Your prospects 
should know this and act ac- 
cordingly.” 

In outlining defensive efforts on 
behalf of the industry and its con- 
sumers in the Washington 
legislative area, Arquilla said that a 
nationwide shortage of insulation 
materials impends as a result of 
emphasis on energy conservation. 

“Allocations on insulation are 
coming right now Some of our 
builders report that insulation 
producers are alerting them to the 
fact they can deliver only 40 percent 
of last year’s insulation supplies for 
new and old housing 

“Hie insulation crunch could have 
been worse, for the housing bill now 
before Congress originally man- 
dated that all used housing had to be 
updated to government standards 
before it could be placed on the 
market for sale Fortunately, we 
have been able to get that provision 
out of the bill, but had we not been 
able to do so hundreds of thousands 
of used homes could not have been

(This is the eighth in a series of 15 
weekly articles on bicycle touring 
through Michigan. These features 
are designed to encourage Michigan 
tourism and promote bicycling near 
population centers.) 

Ship watching, sunbathing, dunes 
scaling and visiting top tourism 
attractions are activities highlighted 
along a 126-mile bicycle route 
through west Michigan, according to 
Automobile Club of Michigan. 

The circle tour rolls along a 
beautiful stretch of Lake Michigan, 
past miles of outstanding 
agricultural and dairy farms and 
through industrialized areas of 
Muskegon, Holland and Greater 
Grand Rapids 

The route is along all paved roads 
and provides interesting contrasts. 
The countryside varies from mostly 
flat or gently rolling to steep hills 
and winding roads and passes 
through large dties as well as rural 
areas. 

Parts of the cycling trip are along 
marked bicycle routes, and more 
than two-thirds of the trip follows 
lightly traveled roads. 

Persons looking for hotels, inns 
and motels or restaurants en route 
will be able to choose from a large 
number which range from modest to 
luxurious. Campground and picnic 
areas are plentiful, too. 

The 33-mile stretch from Holland 
to Grand Haven is the most scenic. 
Cyclists travel along Lake Michigan 
and its towering sand dunes and 
pass stately summer and year- 
around homes. 

Two of Michigan’s most popular 
state park campgrounds, Holland 
and Grand Haven, are located along 
that stretch. A third state park, 
Hoffmaster, is situated near 
Muskegon. All three are on Lake 
Michigan and have beautiful, sandy 
beaches. Drew’s Campground along 
US-31 is available for cyclers in the 
Holland area preferring a private 
park. 

Those who begin pedaling from 
Holland leave behind one of the 
state’s most picturesque cities. 

Popular Holland attractions are 
the Wooden Shoe Factory and Dutch 
Village on US-31. The city’s Wind- 
mill Island contains a 200-year-old 
windmill imported from the 
Netherlands called DeZwaan. The 
island also has splendid gardens, 
wooden shoe carving exhibits, a 
miniature Dutch village, farm 
scenes and Dutch artifacts. 

Freighters from around the world 
can be seen in the Lake Macatawa 
channel near Holland State Park. 
Lake Macatawa slices the city into 
two sections and is good for sailboat 
watching. 

Cyclists traveling along Lake 
Shore Drive from Holland to Grand 
Haven will find several rest areas 
along the way, including Tunnel 
Park, north of Holland, and Kirk 
Park, south of Grand Haven. Some 
of west Michigan’s most beautiful 
homes are located in that stretch. 

Grand Haven has several city 
parks, including one on the Grand 
River, and a chance to view the 
community’s famed Musical 
Fountain, which features nightly 
concerts in light, water and sound 
through Labor Day. 

Grand Haven also is the home of 
the U.S. Coast Guard Festival, 
which this year runs July 30 to Aug.

7. The Coast Guard vessel Raritan is 
based there. 

Bikers must negotiate several 
congested city streets, including US- 
31 BR, and cross the drawbridge 
over the Grand River before 
reaching lightly traveled Old Grand 
Haven Road. Once crossing the 
bridge, bicyclists must take the 
Ferrysburg exit and tum left on 
Third Street before winding into Old 
Grand Haven Road and setting a 
northerly course for the eight miles 
to the Greater Muskegon area. 

Travelers pass through mostly 
residential areas along Pontaluna 
Road, Lake Harbor Drive and Mona 
Lake before touring the in- 
dustrialized and commercialized 
areas of Greater Muskegon. 
Maranatha Bible and missionary 
facilities are located on the route 
The facility offers lodging and 
weekly religious conferences with 
reservations. 

The 42-mile route from the 
Muskegon area to Greater Grand 
Rapids provides an interesting look 


at huge dairy and beef farms around 
Ravenna and cherry and apple 
orchards in eastern Ottawa and 
western Kent counties. Large farms 
also are located in that area 

One of the state’s newer in- 
stitutions of higher learning, Grand 
Valley State College, is along the M- 
45 portion of the route near Allen- 
dale. Aman park and campgrounds 
also is located on M-15, but campers 
must obtain a permit from the 
Grand Rapids Parks Department to 
use the facility. 

The final 24 miles of the trip from 
Allendale to Holland provides a 
further glimpse at farm lands and 
industrial areas. 

Bicyclists should pave themselves 
according to their ability. The 
League of American Wheelmen 
estimates the average bicyclist can 
cover 35 to 50 miles a day with ease. 
A card and pamphlet containing 
bicycle safety tips are available free 
at all Automobile Club of Michigan 
offices.

The White House Conference for 
the Handicapped has ended and all 
the delegates have returned to their 
own state, trying to recap the work 
that was completed in Washington. 

The first evening of the conference 
was one of importance to all the 
delegates who attended the Grand 
Ballroom at the Sheraton Park Hotel 
to hear the address by the President 
of the United States, Jimmy Carter. 

The President, speaking before 
the handicapped delegates, said: “I 
am very proud to be here tonight, in 
what I think is an historical occasion 
that will perhaps go down in the 
history of our country as a turning 
point in the minds and hearts of the 
American people in their long 
overdue concern about a large group 
of Americans, about 36 million who, 
in the past, have too often been 
ignored.” 

Later the President said: “The 
Bill of Rights for the Handicapped 
was spelled out in Title V of the 
Rehabilitation Act of 1973, and we 
are going to enforce the regulations 
that are specified in that bill.” At 
that point, the audience began ap- 
plauding the President, because 
they knew' that the hopes of every 
handicapped individual in America 
was looking to Uncle Sam for their 
protection under the law. 

President Carter continued: “I 
know you heard the announcement 
made by Brock Adams about the 
Trans-Bus. The federal government 
has invested millions of dollars in

Joseph A. Califano Jr, Secretary 
of Health, Education and Welfare, 
told the delegates at the conference, 
“I signed a regulation, im- 
plementing Section 504 of the

well know, 501 prohibits 
discrimination solely on the basis of 
handicap against otherwise 
qualified handicapped individuals in 
programs receiving federal 
assistance.

regulations are critical elements in 
the structure of the law protecting 
the Civil Rights. 

“We will be ready to begin 
processing complaints brought 
under Section 504. More than 200 
complaints have been filed with the 
department.” 

“We have established a new 
position in the Office of Civil Rights, 
the Deputy for Program Review, 
who will work directly with other

3 tablespoons Parmesan cheese 

Combine frankfurters, celery, onion, olives and macaroni Mix together 
mayonnaise, French dressing and Parmesan cheese Add to frankfurter 
mixture, toss lightly and chill 2 to 3 hours or overnight 6 servings.

Open market sale 
urged by Smith 
for child center 


While emphasizing that he is not 
anxious to dispose of the former 
Child Development Center near 
Northville under any conditions, 
Wayne County Commissioner Royce 
E. Smith nevertheless will continue 
his support for an open market sale 
in order to resist use of the facility as 
a prison. 

Smith explained his tactic in an 
interview after a June 16 meeting 
when the County Board of Com- 
missioners referred the open market 
proposal back to the Public Works 
Committee for more study and 
recommendation. 

The plan to sell the property to the 
highest acceptable bidder was 
introduced by Commissioner Alex 
Pilch of Dearborn, with co- 
sponsorship from Smith and Thomas 
PresneU of Westland, all members 
of the Public Works Committee. 

Approval of an open market plan 
would create competition for a state 
offer to buy the 300-acre facility for 


use as a prison, Smith explained. He 
noted that a majority of 14 votes of 
the 27 commissioners is needed to 
put the property up for open sale. 

The proposal was referred back to 
the committee by a vote of 12-9 with 
one abstention. 

Hestressed: “Iamnotall eager to 
sell the property under whatever 
circumstances, but if we must sell I 
want it to serve on the tax rolls, and 
not as a Michigan prison.” 

"I would hate to reject the open 
market idea at this time, then later 
discover that enough votes exist to 
authorize the prison sale. 

“It is important to understand too, 
that even if we do approve the open 
market sale, we still can pick and 
choose our options and reserve that 
privilege for as long as we want.” 

“Approval of the open market 
concept,” Smith continued, “does 
not mean an automatic sale to 
anybody, but it will allw us the 
freedom to review an alternative 
other than the state’s.”

Seven counties 
have land plan 


The 7-county southeast Michigan 
region now has a completed land use 
plan, designed for use by local units 
of government as a guideline for re- 
gionally-coordinated development, 
following an approval vote June 22 
by the Southeast Michigan Council 
of Governments (SEMCOG). 

Approval of the land use plan 
means that local units of govern- 
ment now have a set of development 
policies and priorities to use in 
planning development within in- 
dividual communities. The land use 
policy plan also will be used by the 
council to guide review of requests 
from communities for federal grants 
for local projects, whenever such 
projects relate to land use. 

Together, the map and text which 
make up the land use policy plan will 
help local units of government and 
SEMCOG coordinate regional 
growth in a mutually-beneficial 
manner, 

“Approval of the land use plan use 
plan does not represent the end of 
the Council’s land use planning 
activities,” noted Chairperson 
David H. Shepherd “Like all of the 
council’s adopted plans, the land use 
plan will undergo constant review 
and update to make sure that it 
reflects changing development 
patters in the region.” 

The policies set forth in the land 
use plan contain such recom- 
mendations as: 

— Redevelopment of existing 


residential, commercial and in- 
dustrial areas; 

— Acquisition and preservation of 
park and open space areas; and 

— Preservation of productive 
agriculture lands 

Prior to the completion of the plan, 
council staff held more than 100 
meetings with more than 50 units of 
government which expressed 
concern about the content of either 
the map or the policy text. Many of 
the concerns voiced by local units 
led to changes in the plan before it 
went to the council for a vote. 

One of the changes most 
significant to local units of govern- 
ment was a recommendation that 
the illustrative map be subject to 
frequent updating to reflect changes 
requested by local units of govern- 
ment without SEMCOG policy body 
approval, provided that the changes 
are consistent with adopted plans 
and policies of the council. 

SEMCOG is a voluntary 
association of local governments 
from Livingston, Macomb, Monroe, 
Oakland, St. Clair, Washtenaw and 
Wayne counties. 

Its principal function is long range 
planning for transportation, land 
use, public safety, housing, 
recreation and open space, and the 
environment. 

SEMCOG’s 118 members are 
drawn from counties, cities and 
villages, intermediate school 
districts, townships, and community 
colleges across the region

discovered. A horrible 
experience I’m sure. 
But with the com- 
munication systems 
built into senior citizen 
apartments, help can be 
on the way in minutes, 
eliminating one more 
problem for our seniors. 

The buildings also 
have activities centers: 


card games, bingo, and 
pool can help pass the 
evening hours Being 
with people in the same 
age category most often 
means having things in 
common, and making 
new friends can be 
easier than at any other 
time of life. 

Most S.C. housing is 
based on income, af- 
fording all our seniors a 
chance to live in decent 
surroundings. 

There is a negative 
side. The removal rate 
of tenants, because of 
illness or death, in a 


senior citizen building I 
recently visited, was 
very high This became 
the prime topic of 
conversation in the 
mornings, which did not 
help lift the spirits of 
the buildings oc- 
cupants 

Our seniors must be 
offered more than just 
the standard roof over 
their heads Leaving the 
elevator in one building 
I visited, I stepped into 
an impersonal, 
colorless, narrow 
hallway that would 
discourage most people 


from wandering out of 
their apartments Butin 
another building, the 
hallways were painted 
in such cheerful colors, 
one couldn't help but 
start the day with a 
smile. Small details like 
these should be taken 
into consideration by 
building planners 
Would they want to live 
there 0 

I intend to visit more 
appartments in the 
future, sharing my 
impressions with you 
when I do However, 


visiting a place is not 
the same as living there,

Rules 


United States Golf Association 
rules are in effect 

1. Winter rules are in effect. The 
competitor may move his ball to 
a preferred lie, but only with the 
club head. It may be moved only 
six inches in any direction. 

2. There will be no grounding of 
the club head in sand traps, 
bunkers or hazards or in the 
margin of hazards 

3. Competitors are obliged to 
rake off all sand traps of foot- 
prints and club marks 

4. No putts are to be conceded 

5. A competitor is allowed a free 
drop no nearer the hole from any 
ground under repair, roads or 
paths. 

6. If there is any suspicion that a 
ball may have goneout of bounds, 
a provisional ball shall be played 
immediately from where the 
original ball was hit. 

7. If there is any suspicion that a 
ball might be lost in the thicket 
bounding the fairways, a 
provisional ball shall be played 
immediately from where the 
original ball was hit. 


PENALTY: stroke and 

distance. 

8. If the provisional ball is played 
a second time, it becomes the 
scoring ball, even if the original 
ball is found. 

9. The water hazard on the ninth 
hole will be a stroke penalty at all 
times. 

10 Final arbitrator of all rules is 
the rules committee made up of 
Bill Hawley, tournament 
director; Tom Mooradian, Eagle 
Sports Editor, and Bill Whit- 
worth.

seeds, which can range from white to black, accor- 
ding to the type of melon, should be fully mature and 
hard. The larger melons have more edible flesh, 
proportionately than the smaller ones 
Watermelon will taste best chilled. Watermelon 
should be kept chilled at temperatures ranging from 
32° F to 50° F. At lower temperatures watermelons 
tend to become pitted and lose flavor. Above 50° F. 
they lose color However, holding a whole, uncut 
watermelon at room temperature for a short period 
(no more than seven days) tends to improve color 
and flavor.
